TOKYO, Dec. 1 (AP)—The Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. repre- 
sentative here today said he had 
offered to send to President Tru- 
man the recording tape which 
NBC said caught the voices of 
Army officers on the western 
Korean front ordering troops to 
hold their fire except in self- 
defense.

Former President Herbert 
Hoover paid tribute last night to 
Mark Twain in a message accept- 
ing the annual gold medal award 
of the International Mark Twain 
Society. The society, which held 
its annual dinner meeting at the 
Mark Twain Hotel, on the au- 
thor’s birthday, awarded the 
medal because of Hoover's pro- 
— for governmental eiffi- 
ciency. 

Cyril Clemens, president and 
founder of the society, will pre- 
sent the medal to the former 
President in New York. 

Speakers at the dinner in- 
cluded Prentice Cooper, former 
Governor of Tennessee, who ex- 
hibited a key used by the au- 
thor’s father when he was a jail- 
er in that state, and Dr. Carl A. 
Moyer of the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine.

Turkey also made reference to 
earlier Russian demands for con- 
cessions in the Dardanelles and 
in some Turkish provinces on the 
Russian border by telling the 
Soviet Union that an examination 
of its own behavior should dis- 
close a reason for Turkey's new 
alliance. 

Russia’s new note dismissed 
this as “slanderous réferences to 
an invented threat on the part of 
the U.S.S.R. 

“The Turkish Government tries 
without proof to deny the aggres- 
sive nature of the Atlantic bloc,” 
the note said. “Is passes in sil- 
ence over the question of the 
construction of American military 
bases on Turkish territory.”

Justice Department, McGrath said 
he would appear provided he was 


. given a public hearing. 


McGrath “Disappointed.” 

“It was my belief when I said 
on Nov. 25 I would give the com- 
mittee my complete co-operation 
and would personally direct the 
department’s activities, that the 
committee would feel free to con- 
‘sult with me on all these mat- 


~ Yers,” he said. “I am disappointed 


that this has not been done.” 

The subcommittee’s hearings, 
recessed unexpectedly yesterday, 
are to be resumed Monday. For- 
mer Assistant Attorney General 
Theron Lamar Caudle, ousted 
head of the department’s tax 
division, is to return then for 
further testimony. 

Kean and Byrnes said they 
want to question McGrath about 
Caudle’s testimony that he made 
a telephone call to New York at 
McGrath’s direction to arrange 
a postponement in the trial of 
Jacob Freidus and Samuel E. 
Aaron on a $250,000 tax fraud 
charge. 

They also want to know why 
McGrath approved Caudle’s ac- 
ceptance of a $5000 commission 
on the sale of an airplane for 
$30,000 to a business associate of 
Freidus and Aaron, Larry Knohl, 
convicted embezzler. 

Policy on Illness. 

The Representatives also want 
to ask McGrath about the policy 
of dropping prosecution of tax 
fraud cases when defendants are 
too ill to stand trial. One post- 
ponement of the Freidus-Aaron 


case was based on that reason.’ 


Kean complained that once a man 
becames ill, he apparently can get 
away with “cheating” on his 
taxes. 

Curtis said McGrath must be 
questioned to help fix responsi- 
bility for “improper actions” dis- 
closed thus far. 

“So far,” he said, “our investi- 
gation shows improper actions in 
$0 many places there has to be 
responsibility in a higher eche- 
lon.” 

McGrath denied a report in the 
Boston Post yesterday that he is 
expected to resign. “I am not re- 
signing,” he said. | 

The Boston newspaper said Mc- 
Grath would be succeeded by 
Gov. Paul A. Dever of Massachu- 
setts. The paper also said Sec- 
retary of Labor Maurice J. Tobin 
will quit to become Democratic 
candidate for Governor to suc- 
ceed Dever.

“We do believe,” the jury re- 
ported, “that the present person- 
nel of Public Service is failing 
in its duty to the community and 
must be compelled to recognize 
its obligations as a public utility.” 

Referring to teen-age gangs, 
the jury reported “concern” over 
the carrying of deadly weapons 
by teen-agers and recommended 
stronger action to eliminate this 
“menace.” 

The jury stated its belief the 
Police Department was doing 
everything within its power to 
cope with the gangs, whose “rec- 
ord of assault, burglary and mur- 
der constitutes a threat to’ our 
community.” 

Inquiry Is Proposed. 

An investigation looking toward 
a “constructive approach” to the 
teen-age delinquency problem 
should be undertaken, the jury 
stated, with law enforcement, 
church, school, social and busi- 
ness organizations participating. 

Other recommendations of the 
jury included: 

Removal of children in the 
city’s care from City Hospital to 
a more suitable institution; 

Strict examinations and com- 
pulsory liability insurance for all 
automobile drivers; 

Jail sentences, rather than 
fines, for convicted lottery opera- 
tors, and for persons convicted 
of carrying deadly weapons.

Former students and associates 
of Dr. Evarts A. Graham, inter- 
nationally acclaimed surgeon, 
joined with civic. leaders and 
other St. Louisans last night in a 
dinner honoring Dr. Graham at 
the Hotel Jefferson. Messages 
praising him were received from 
leading medical men all over the 
world. 


Dr. Graham, who retired last 
June after 32 years as Bixby pro- 
fessor of surgery and head of the 
surgical department at Washing- 
ton University Medical School, 
announced that he intended to 
concentrate on research, 


“This may have been my vale- 
dictory but it is not my swan 
song,” Dr. Graham said after a 
eulogistic address by Dr. Edward 
Dells Churchill, professor of sur- 
gery at Harvard University School 
of Medicine, “for now I can get 
back to the laboratory and do 
some research work.” 

Dr. Graham, who is 68, said 
that he was proud of the record 
of his students, observing that “‘a 
teacher can have no greater satis- 
faction than to see his former 
students grow taller than he is.” 

Concerned Over Schools. 

Dr. Graham expressed concern 
over the uncertain future of pri- 
vate medical schools. He asserted 
that they must be preserved, be- 


cal schools would be sounded in 
effect, he said, if the “17,000,000 
living veterans” induce the Gov- 
ernment to give hospital care to 
their families, representing a total 
of perhaps 64,000,000 potential 
patients. — 
Suggests Solution. 

An equitable solution, Dr. 
Graham suggested, would be for 
the Government to put its patients 
in private hospitals at Govern- 
ment expense. Such a practice, he 
said' would be in conformity with 
established federal procedure in 
letting contracts for numerous 
government activities, including 
manufacture of munitions. 

Dr. Thomas H. Burford, pro- 
fessor of thoracic surgery at 
Washington University, one of 
Dr. Graham’s former students, 
announced that.a medal was to be 
established in Dr. Graham's name 
to be awarded by Washington 
University from time to time to 
outstanding surgeons throughout 
the world, 

“It will be an award,” Dr. Bur- 
ford said, “in tribute to a great 
surgeon, a great teacher, and a 
great man.” 

He referred to the dinner as “a 
sectional meeting of the world- 
wide association of Graham ad- 
mirers.”

2. Cost of all medical care and drugs 
roge 1 per cent, while cost of living 
generally went up 1.4 per cent during 
the same period. 

. On Sept. 15, 1951, living costs 

e 86.6 per cent above the 1935-39 
average, while medical care and drug 
costs were up only 55.7 per cent. 

Further, what appears to be “higher” 
medical cost because of expensive 
drugs. etc., is really a less expensive 
bill because of less hospitalization and 
loss of time from work. Today’s ‘medi- 
cines are of value, as compared to the 
non-specific, impotent drugs of yester- 
da 


y. 

Medical care, in the light of the above 

statistics, is still a pretty good bargain.

Europeans Dragging Their Feet 

Europeans can be very stubborn. And to Gen. 
Eisenhower they myst, at the moment, seem 
most exasperating. Thus the military experts of 
the North Atlantic Organization, assembled in 
Rome, have agreed on a combined ground force, 
including West German divisions, to be ready 
for his command by the spring of 1954. Yet 
even before this plan has been submitted to the 
12 governments concerned, resistance is piling 
up in various capitals. 

Gen. Eisenhower implored the Europeans to 
forego some of their sovereignty to form an ef- 
fective force for the defense of the West. French 
representatives in Rome reluctantly agreed, but 
at the same time Gen. DeGaulle, who commands 
the largest single bloc in the French parliament, 
declared that. French troops shall not serve 
under a foreign commander, So, serious trouble 
is predicted for the weak government in Paris. 
An even more bitter fight is expette d in the 
Bundestag at Bonn. 

The British are saying that while their troops 
will “co-operate closely,” they will not become 
part of a unified European army. The Nether- 
lands and Belgium now are taking a similar line, 
reports William H. Stoneman. They insist on 
retaining constitutional controls over their own 
forces. And the French emphasize that if all 
troops are not under international control, they 
will not sanction German rearmament. 

The British also are dragging their feet about 
#n American admiral in charge of the North 


_ Atlantic Sea Command. And the French and the 


Italians are making reservations about the Medi- 
terranean. Worst of all, as Paul Ghali pointed 
out, deep political currents are running against 
the Eisenhower effort. Little wonder that Gen.

It speaks of a “dangerous lag” in 
deliveries of weapons, and declares flatly that 
at the present rate the defense goals will not 
be met by the target date. trongly insists that 
civilian production , contrary to Mr. Wilson’s 
report, interfered with rearmament. It calls for 
a decision to cut down on butter in order to 
meet the schedules for guns. And finally it sug- 
gests that a production “ezar” be apppinted to 
speed the program. Since Mr, Wilson already has 
the powers of a production czar, he must find 
this embarrassing. 


Lacking the facts and figures with which to 
measure these contrasting viewpoints, the pub- 
lic can only rely on an unverified hunch that 
the Johnson subcommittee is more likely to be 
right than Mr. Wilson, since the responsible 
head of defense production is more likely to 
paint a favorable picture than outside observers 
who have nothing to lose by criticism. 


It may be that Mr. Wilson and Senator John- 


son are telling two sides af the same story. 
Production might very well be on schedule but 
actual deliveries of finished weapons behind 
schedule. If so, the important point is how far 
behind déliveries are, and how soon they may 
catch up. Where defense production is con- 
cerned, once the bottlenecks are broken deliv- 
eries can accelerate very fast. 


On this point, however, lack of information 
prevents a fair judgment. The public can only 
remark that the man whose job is to produce 
the weapons thinks the work is going well, while 
the man whose job is to criticize production 
thinks it is not going well enough. As it mapyens, 
they could both be right. 
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Widow of a Country Doctor 

Our correspondent in eastern central Illinois, 
C. C. Burford, sent us news of the death of Mrs. 
Dora Van Doren at the age of 88 at Tuscola. 
Mrs. Van Doren was not a person of prominence 
though as the wife uf an oldtime general practi- 
tioner, the late Dr. Charles Lucius Van Doren 
of Hope, Ill., she served her area and its people. 

But what distinguished the life of this little 
known woman is the fact that she was the moth- 
er of a large family of boys, two of whom grew 
up to be outstanding figures in contemporary 
letters. Carl Van Doren, editor and critic, who 
died this year, wrote a monumental biography 
of Franklin which won a Pulitzer prize in 1939. 
He also drew many readers to his fascinating 
story of the 1787 Constitutional Convention, 
“The Great Rehearsal.” His younger brother, 
Mark Van Doren, critic and poet, also won a 
Pulitzer prize, for his “Collected Poems,” in 
1940. Moreover, Mark Van Doren is one of the 
ablest of our anthologists; his harvest of world 
poetry, issued first in 1928, was the first work 
of its kind in this country. 

With literary figures such as the Van Dorens

As Leonard Hall reminded us the other day, 
Missouri deer hunters should have many an ex- 
citing tale to rehash while crowding the fire this 
winter.: The heavy snow on opening day of the 
Season made the going difficult. But - despite 
this handicap, one hunter in five came home 
with a deer—as compared to one in 10 or 12 in 
other years. é 

The remarkable kill—4675 deer were bagged, 
a total almost three times that of last year—

lations in years. Shooting of does was permitted 
in 15 counties for the first time since 1908. The 
successful season also can be traced to the scien- 
tific game management program established by 
the non-political State Conservation Commission. 

Before the advent of the commission in 1937, 
deer hunting was not only unregulated, but also 
without need of regulation because there were 
so few deer left in the state. Since then, there 
has been a surprising rise in the deer popula- 
tion.

The Burden Is on the Schools

Crooked college athletes deserve their punishment, says editorial; 
the real responsibility, however, falls on “educators” who abandon 
ethics in scramble for athletes and gate receipts; professional 
sports are honorable, but they have no place on the campus.

The key sentence in the statement of 
Judge Saul S. Streit vividly describing 
the commercialization of college athletics 
is this: “In effect, they were professionals, 
masquerading as amateurs.” 


Judge Streit was referring to: the subsi- 
dized basketball players at New York City’s 
colleges, but his remark applies equally 
well to the hundreds of young men at 
“educational” institutions all over the 
country who in one form or another are 
being paid for their outstanding athletic 
ability. 

_ Professional sports have their place in 
the scheme of things but that place is not 


on the college campus. To play profes- 


sional football or professional baseball is 
an honorable way to earn one’s living, and 
frequently a highly profitable one. But it 
has nothing to do with college education. 


College athletics are, by definition, dma- 
teur athletics; and from the moment that 
athletic professionalism is injected into the 
student body the way lies wide open to 
personal dishonor, moral corruption and 
the doom of the college as a primarily edu- 
cational institution. 

When victory in sports becomes so im- 
portant that the college will participate in, 
connive at or condone the purchase of 
young men for their athletic skill, then we 
see an inversion of the values and a de- 
struction of the very ethical standards that 
our educational system is supposed to 
promote. 


The young men who accepted bribes to 
fix basketball games are guilty of immoral 
conduct, violative of every canon of ama- 
teur (or, for that matter, professional) 
sport, and they deserve the punishment 
they received. But their action is simply 
the logical, if extreme, extension of the 
kind of ethics that has been displayed by 


many “educational” institiftions in the des- 
perate scramble for athletic talent that 
will satisfy..the .alumni,. bring renown to 
the college administrations, attract more 
“students,” and, above all, assure a con- 
stant flow of cash through the admission 
tills of the big games. 

Where lies the responsibility? We can 
and do denounce the bribers, the fixers, 
the cheaters, the forgers—all the big and 
little crooks who contribute to what has 
become a sordid picture of a large seg- 
ment of American intercollegiate athletics. 

But a great athlete doesn’t get academic 
credit for handball, social dancing or first 
aid unless the authorities know about it; 
another one isn’t offered “tuition, board, 
a job, $50 a month expense money and the 
use of a car” unless someone in authority 
is aware of it: the high school averages of 
two basketball stars are not raised on the 
record from ten to 20 points just by acci- 
dent. 

Recruiting of athletes, ignoring of scho- 
lastic requirements, payment in cash. or 
through sinecures, glorification of victory 
for victory’s sake—these are some of the 
things for which college administration, 
trustees and alumni must accept responsi- 
bility. 

Some action {fs already being taken. A 


nation-wide committee of college presidents _ 


has been set up to look into the problem. 
The council of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association in an important state- 
ment this week has proposed some spe- 
cific remedies for overemphasis of foot- 
ball. These moves - all to the good, but 
more is needed. 

The evils of eouviiercibiteed amateur ath- 
letics are nothing new. They are difficult 
to control but they can be controlled when, 
as now, they have become a festering sore 
in the body of our educational system. 


Buckley’s Nineteenth Century Liberalism 
Rev. George G. Higgins in the St. Louis Register 


The Catholic press of the United States 
is to be congratulated on its objective ap- 
praisal of the season’s most controversial 
bdéok, “God and Man at Yale,” by William 
Buckley Jr. In many respects, it is tragical- 
ly superficial from the Catholic point of 
view. 

This is not to say that the book is com- 
pletely without merit. Buckley’s defense 
of the Christian religion and his criticism 
of the anti-religious philosophy of some of 
Yale’s most popular and most influential 
professors are worthy of praise. But, some 
of his most ardent admirers—such as the 
editors of the Freeman—suggest “he has 
not given the faculty as a whole a break.” 

Nevertheless, he has performed a real 
service to American education by dra- 
matically, if somewhat brashly, calling at- 
tention to the presence of admittedly anti- 
religious professors on the faculty of a 


university founded 250 years ago as a 


Protestant theological seminary. 

For the performance of this unpopular 
service he deserves a lot of credit from 
his fellow. Catholics, from all other relig- 
ous-minded Americans. 

By the same token, however, he desérves 
nothing but criticism, .as a Catholic, for 


his completely inadequate analysis of eco- . 
‘ nomies.: Thise comment is made not so 


much because’ his own social philosophy 


is thoroughly mistaken from the Catholic 


viewpoint, but rather because of his at- 
tempt to identify the heresy of “economic 
individualism” with the Catholic or Chris- 
tian tradition. 

His thesis is that Yale unfversity, in ad- 


dition to fostering agnosticism and even 


atheism, is also promoting the cause of 
what he chooses to call “collectivism.” The

His criticism of those who want us to 
rely upon the government almost exclu- 
sively for the sound ordering of economic 
life is well taken. But even Life magazine, 
which was criticizing socialism when Buck- 
ley was still in grammar school, has felt it 
necessary to point out in an otherwise 
rather favorable review that his bill of 
particulars against the Yale department of 
econo is rather unconvincing and 
less than “honest.” 


“Honest” or not, his analysis is based 
on the philosophy of nineteenth century 
economic liberalism, explicitly rejected by 
the Church and oath. identified in the 
social encyclicals as one of the principal

Between Book Ends 


Enigma, Fear and Illusion 


HOUSE OF LIARS, by Elsa Morante. Translated by 
Adrienne Foulke, with the Editorial Assistance of 
Andrew Chiappe. (Harcourt, Brace, 565 pgs., $4.)

Elsa Morante is, in private life, the wife 
of Italy’s distinguished novelist, Alberto 
Moravia, and ‘House of Liars” is her first 
published work. It is a long, deceptively 
simple novel, the history of an ill-starred 
marriage and its effects upon the child of 
that union. But in exdmining her legacy 
of “enigma, fear and illusion,” the only 
heirlooms left her by her unhappy par- 
ents, Elisa da Salvi is led backward be- 
yond her own parentage and into the par- 
entage of her own parents, so that we feel 
the search for one’s origins, for the sources 
of one’s fate is apparently an interminable 
one. 


A vast interconnection ties child and 
parent together, and the human chain 
drags us backward into a baffling genea- 
logical past. We issue out of an endless 
mating of strangers. We are the children 
of accident and of disappointed ambitions

Francesco, the dominant figures of her 
tragedy, that Miss Morante is most satisfy- 
ing and most brilliant; they are the real 
thing in her book, magical and identifiable, 
figures in a middle-class drama which the 
memory of a child has transformed into 
a legend. 

The glow of some misadventure in hu- 
man destiny, some terrible. flaw in the 
human makeup, has been given to all of 
them. And though she writes a prose that 
is a bit too exalted at times; though her 
novel is full of asides, divagations, prv- 
logues, epilogues, long Victorian chapter 
headings, quotations from Elisa’s adoles- 
cent poems to illusion or a cat; and though 
her artlessness becomes, now and then, 
moderately tedious and the movement of 
her drama slows down to a thoughtful 
walk, one is drawn into the world of 
Edoardo and Anna and Francesco securely 
enough to experience the kind of pity for 
their fate Miss Morante intended.

In his second appearance at é 


these concerts, Goldberg reaf- 
firmed the impression he made 
last season wher he played the 
Mendelssohn Concerto with such 
notable finesse, His treatment of 
the .Beethoven Concerto showed 
the same respect for the essential 
character of the music in hand— 
its elevation of spirit, its vitality 
and its beauty of formal design. 
Though his tone was not particu- 
larly sensuous, he conveyed a 
feeling of warmth by making the 


\line really sing. No device of col- 


oring or timing was allowed to 
interfere with his conception of 
each movement as a_ closely 
joined, unified statement. Yet the 
whole performance was full of 
particulars brought into sharp 
focus by discerningly placed ac- 
cents, changes of pace or broad- 
ening of the phrase by both tim- 
ing and inflection. 

In retrospect, one could be cer- 
tain that everything had been 
thought out with the idea of mak- 
ing each part reflect the whole. 
The performance avoided the 
stigma of being overplanned, 
however, because it was so thor- 
oughly musical in every way. The 
pitch was certain, the phrasing 
clean, the line sustained. 

The second movement was a 
little over-precise,. In my opinion 
the feeling of reverie might have 
been realized better with a 
greater rhythmic freedom, Even. 
so, it was still a highly thoughful 
and sensitive interpretation and 
executed with unremitting control 
and technical finish. 

The orchestra under Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann observed 
the closest rapport with the solo- 
ist. Technically it was well co- 
ordinated; and in weight and in 
stress and in general spirit it 
complemented artistically the solo 


‘instrument. 


The Roussel Symphony which 
was played here for the first time 
was distinguished chiefly by its 
abundance of energy and its con- 
stant play of inventiveness. A 
generous and vivid instrumenta- 
tion gave it a, healthy brightness, 
and it had a considerable melodic 
consequence without ever being 
at all reminiscent. \It showed a 
personal style reinforced by a 
classic discipline. The orchestra 
gave it a lively, alert performance 
though it had not yet shaken 
down to an-optimum balance and 
precision. 

Conductor Golschmann’s curtain 
raiser for the day was the Beet- 
hoven “Egmont” which was grati- 
fyingly rich in tone and dynamic- 
ally propelled. The same pro- 
gram will be repeated tonight. 


Gina Bachauer Gives Piano Re- 
cital at the Principia.

Furthermore, 
the new Board of Social and Eco- 
nomic Relations would be one of 
three boards serving immediately 
under a new Department of Chris- 
tian Social Relations. 

One of the duties of the new 
board, the commission’s report 
sets forth, would be “to lead and 
encourage the implementation of 
the social creed of the church.” 

This is the field in which the 
federation has been active for 
many years. Many of its pro- 
nouncements on social and eco- 
nomic questions have drawn fire 
from many Methodist laymen and 
clergy, as well zs from outside

Peiping a showplace. The mag- 
nifi¢ent .Imperial Palace and 
grounds have been converted into 
a Chinese Red Square. The ave- 
nue is half a mile long: and 
three-eighths of a mile wide, = 
The 
masses congregate before the pal- 
ace gate, and Mao Tze-tung speaks 
from the top of the main gate. 

“The Government appears to 
have completed its land reform 
program. Land taxes are very 
high. The Government was try- 
ing to rid the country of large 
holdings by a small number who 
collected very high rentals. It 
rode roughshod over the land- 
lords. The Chinese Communists 
did not follow the Russian pat- 
tern of collective farming, but 
individual holdings. | 
The middle group of farmers was 
not disturbed.”

| The observers express convic- 
tion that Prime Minister Church- 
ill of Britain or his foreign secre- 
tary, Anthony Eden, will show up 
here after their talks in Wash- 
ington, and are watching closely 
for signs indicating how the 
Britons might be received. Some 
diplomats say the British would 
be offered an opportunity to 
carry out talks in Moscow on 
the highest level. 


JURIST DEPLORES DISRESPECT 
FOR CRIMINAL, SOCIAL LAWS 


The country’s “final bulwark of 
liberty lies in the preservation 
by an independent judiciary of in-

jority groups,” Norwin D. Houser, 
Commissioner of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, told an Opti- 
mist Club meeting yesterday.

Basic Recipe 


For Baking a 
Coffee Cake 


By Edith M. Barber 


¢¢°PHERE is more baking in 
the household now than 
ever before.” 

That was a statement recently 
heard. Whether it could be backed 
up, I am not certain. In any case, 
there is less mixing because so 
many ready-to-use mixes for cakes 
and muffins are available. 


Of course, there is less y<-st 
bread making in the home but 
this does not apply completely to 
hot breakfast breads and _ rolls. 
A novel use of a combination of 
yeast and of baking powder has 
been developed by one of the 
companies that makes a popular 
homogenized shortening, and a 
margarine. As it is not necessary 
to let the mixture rise, it cuts the 
time of preparation but at the 
same time provides some of the 
flavoring that only yeast has. The 
yeast also is responsible for in- 
fluencing the texture. 


From the same basic mixture, 
a variety of coffee cakes and 
muffin-like buns were offered for 
breakfast at the food editors’ con- 
ference. In addition, there were 
cornbread raised with bakin 
powder and dainty apple twists, 
and there were fancy orange rolls 
and poppy seed rolls for which 
yeast alone had furnished the 
leavening. 


From the same basic mixture, 
you can make by the quick meth- 
od many variations that are not 
mentioned in the recipe, Half the 
batter may be spread in: a nine- 
inch layer pan and covered with 
half a cup of apricot puree and 
then covered with the remaining 
batter. 


The crumbly topping, if the 
nuts are omitted, may be sprin- 
kled on the bottom of a square 
pan. Drained, sliced peaches may 
be arranged on this, the batter 
poured over the peaches and then 
baked. This makes an _ upside- 
down cake. 


HOSPITALITY COFFEE CAKE. 
(Basic Recipe) 


One-half dry or compressed 
yeast; one-fourth cup lukewarm 
water; one teaspoon sugar; one- 
half cup homogenized shortening; 
one-half cup sugar, one egg, un- 
beaten; two cups sifted flour; two 
and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder (three and one-half tea- 
spoons tartrate baking powder); 
one-half teaspoon salt; one-fourth 
cup milk. 

Crumble or sprinkle yeast in 
lukewarm water in small bowl. 
Add one teaspoon sugar and mix 
well. Let stand until yeast is 
thoroughly dissolved, 5 to 15 min- 
utes. Combine shortening, one- 
half cup sugar, and egg and beat 


until smooth. Sift flour with bak- . 


ing powder and salt and add half 
of mixture to shortening mixture, 
beating well. Add yeast mixture, 
then milk, then remaining flour 
mixture, beating after each addi- 
tion until smooth. 


For little coffeecakes: Spoon 
batter into 12 greased inch muf- 
fin pans and level off tops with 
spatula. Sprinkle with Crumbly 
Topping and bake in moderately 
hot oven (375 degrees F.) 25 to 30 
minutes. 


To make crumbly topping: Mix 
one-half cup firmly packed brown 
sugar, one-fourth cup sifted flour, 
and one-half teaspoon cinnamon. 
Cut in three tablespoons butter 
or margarine. Add one-feurth cup 
chopped nuts and mix, 


FILLED COFFEE CAKE. 


Make batter in Basic Recipe. 
Spread one-half of batter in 
greased deep nine-inch round 
layer pan. Sprinkle one-half of 
Spicy Filling over top of batter, 
cover with rest of batter and 
sprinkle with remaining filling. 
Bake in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) 40-50 minutes. Serve 
warm or cold. 

To make spicy filling: Mix one 
cup firmly packed brown -sugar, 
three tablespoons sifted flour, and 
one teaspoon cinnamon, Cut in 
three tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine. Add one cup chopped nuts 
and mix. 


Curried Cream of Chicken Soup 


Ingredients: One 1042-ounce 
can condensed cream of chicken 
soup, 1% cups light cream, %4 
cup homogenized milk, 1 teaspoon 
curry powder, %4 teaspoon garlic 


In a saucepan mix 
soup, cream, milk, curry powder, 
and garlic salt together. Heat 
gently, stirring often with a 
whisk, until very hot; do not 
boil. Serve at once. Makes four

VENEER TROUBLES. 


ENEER doesn’t approve of 

dampness and it doesn’t care 

for excessive artificial heat. 
The only way it can show its dis- 
approval is to come loose or blis- 
ter, but it can do either of these 
with a vengeance. 

Veneer is both thin and brittle 
and any repair work on it must be 
done with considerable’ care. 
When the veneer comes loose 
around the edges, the first step is 
to remove the old glue from both 
surfaces. 

This is done with a piece of 
sandpaper slipped into the open 
seam. After sanding, dust out 
the opening as best you can and 
then coat each of the surfaces 
with a thin coat of wood glue. 

Next gently press the veneer 
back into place. You'll need 
clamps or heavy objects to hold it 
down until the glue is dry. Place 
a piece of cardboard or several 
layers of paper over the veneer 
so that the clamps or weights 
won’t damage the finish. Wipe off 
the excess glue that comes out 
along the edge and you're done. 

Blisters are more difficult to 
deal with. The blister must first 
be split with a razor blade and be 
sure to split the veneer in 
direction of the wood grain. 


Then press down one side of 
the blister and work glue in un- 
der the veneer with a knife blade 
or ear syringe. When you have 
glue in under both sides of the 
split, gently press the veneer back 
into place, wipe off the excess 
glue and hold the veneer down 
until the glue is hard,

Centerpiece | 
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ERE is a centerpiece that can 
be small and simple, or big 
and as elaborate as you please. 


It’s a beautiful bright spot for 
the family Christmas dinner table 
set with colored place mats, or 
important decoration for the big 
Christmas party table that’s cov- 
ered with a formal white cloth. 
The main ingredient needn't be 
packed away until next year—it 
can be eaten; and left unguarded, 
it may be dipped into too soon.

RECORDS show us, however, 
that a canal existed in Egypt 
during ancient times. In an in- 
direct way, that canal joined the 
Mediterranean sea and the Red 


sea. 

The old records tell us that a 
vessel was able to enter the 
Nile river from the Meditefranean 
sea. Sailing upstream in a branch 
of the Nile, sailors were able to 
turn eastward and go through a 
canal until they reached the 
northern end of the Red sea. This 
canal was in use during the reign 
of King Seti I, more than 3000 
years ago.
